these localities, while usually adm it­ 
ting that a farm is not now

still become owners, were they s ta r t­ 
ing to rent.

of th** tenants expect to own farm s, 
if not in their present locality,

A num ber of facts may

The average size of the farm s o p erat­ 
ed by tenants varied from 202 acres 
in the Minnesota area to 480 acres 
in the North Dakota area.

come from such a farm is sufficient to 
m aintain its owner without much per­ 
sonal labor on his part.

The te n an t’s 
obligations under this system differ 
from those under which he gives one- 
third only in regard to the supply of 
grain seed and to the thrashing and 
twine bills. 
Where land is rented for 
half the wheat, corn land, and some­ 
times land for other grain, is fa rm ­ 
ed for one-third of the crop delivered. 
If the landlord receives two-fifths 
of the crop, both landlord and tenant

Under the rentiny system according 
to which the landlord received two- 
thirds of the crops and which was 
found only on a few Kansas farm s, 
the landlord furnishes everything but 
the man power, that being the ten­ 
ant's contribution. Under this system 
the tenant receives one-third of the 
grain only, while the landlord receives 
two-thirds of the proceeds from the 
sales of grain and of proceeds from 
the sale stock. 
A few of the farm s in each local).y 
excepting the N orth 
Dakota 
area, 
were found to be renting for cash. On 
ash-rented farm s with considerable 
alfalfa th etenants were satisfied, but 
on farms without this crop tney in­ 
tended to give up their leases. 
In general under all of the six sys­ 
tems of renting described above, the 
landlord furnishes land, buildings, and 
grass seed, and pays the real-estate 
tax. 
He also supplies m aterial for the 
repair of buildings and fences, and 
usually employs any 
skilled

needed for making repairs. 
In all of 
these localities, however, 
land

frequently rented without buildings,

In the Kansas area the average »lis- 
tance from the m arket to the farm s 
visited was 4.5 miles; in N ebraska 
area 1.(5 miles; in the South Dakota 
area 4.4 miles; in the N orth Dakota 
area 5 miles; an«l in the Minnesota 
area 5.(5 miles.

others and strict economy everywhere, 
national taxes can be reduced in ex­ 
cess of two billion dollars yearly.

The Incomes from war-made 
fortunes, those of non-producers and

Would Halt Profiteering. 
“The tribe of profiteers has simply 
i multiplied under the favoring circum­ 
stances of war. 
For years, large con­ 
tributions have been made to the Re­ 
publican campaign fund for no pur­ 
pose except to buy a governmental 
i underhold and to make illegal profits 
as the result of preference. 
Such 
largesses are today a greater menace 
to our contentm ent and our Institu­ 
tions th an , the countless temporary 
profiteers who are making a mockery 
of honest business, but who can live 
and fatten only in time of disturbed 
prices. 
If I am called to service as 
president means will be found, if they 
do not already exist, for compelling 
1 tLese exceptions to the great mass of 
square 
dealing

business 
men, to use the same yardstick of 
honesty that governs most of us in 
our dealings with our fellowmen, or 
III language that they may understand, 
to suffer the penalty of criminal law. 
“It has been ray observation that the 
man who learns our language, yields

I We must be patient in the work of us- 
! similatlon and studiously avoid oppres­ 
sive measures in the face of mere 
i evidence of misunderstanding.

Law Enforcement. 
“The legislative branch of govern­ 
ment Is subjected to the rule of the 
majority. 
The public official who faila 
to enforce the law, Is an enemy both 
to the Constitution and to the Ameri­ 
can principle of majority rub*. 
It 
would seem quite unnecessary for any 
candidate for the Presidency to say 
that he does not Intend to violate Ills 
oath of office. 
Anyone who Is false to 
that oath Is more unworthy than the 
law violator himself. 
“Morals cannot easily be produced 
by statute. 
The writ of Injunction 
should not be abused. 
Intended as a 
safeguard to person and property, it 
could easily by abuse cease to be the 
protective device it was Intended to 
be.

predilections 
of 
the 
Judge or Jury. 
This does not make 
for confidence In the courts nor re­ 
spect for the laws, nor for a healthy 
activity In 
produetlon 
and distribu­ 
tion. There surely will be found ways 
by which co operation may he encour­ 
aged without the destruction of enter­ 
prise. 
The rules of business should 
be made more certain so that on a 
stable basis men may move with con­ 
fidence. 
“Government, however, should pro­ 
vide the means in the treatm ent of 
its employees, to keep In touch with 
conditions and to rectify wrong. 
It is 
needless to say that In order to he con­ 
sistent, facts should at nil times Jus­ 
tify the presupposition that the gov­ 
ernment employees are properly com­ 
pensated.

Adequate Farm Profit». 
"Farm ing will not inspire individual 
effort unless profits, all things con­ 
sidered, ure equal to those in other ac­ 
tivities. 
An additional check to de­ 
pleted ranks In the fields would be the 
establishment of modern state rural 
school codes. 
The federal government 
should maintain active sponsorship of 
this. 
Rural parents would be lack­ 
ing In tb«* element which makes civil­ 
ization enduring If they did not desire 
for their children educational oppor­ 
tunities comparable to 
those In the 
cities. 
The price the consumer pays 
for foodstuffs Is no indication of wliat 
the producer receives. 
There are too 
many 
turnovers 
between 
the 
two. 
The fanner raises 
Ids crop and the 
price which he receives is determin«**. 
by supply and demand. 
His products 
in beef and pork and produce, pass 
into cold storage and ordinarily when 
they reach the consumer the law of 
supply and demand does not obtain. 
The preservation of foodstuffs by cold 
storage is a boon to humanity, and it j 
should be encouraged. 
However, the j 
time lias come for its vigilant regula­ 
tion and Inasmuch as it becomes a 
part of interstate commerce, the re- ! 
sponsibility is with the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Supplies are gathered in from 
the farm in times of plenty. They can 
easily be fed out to the consumer In ' 
such manner as to keep the demand in 
excess of that 
part 
of 
the 
supply 
which is released from storage. 
This 
is an unfair practice and should be 
stopped. 
Besides, there should be a 
time 
limit beyond 
which 
perishable 
foodstuffs should not be stored. 
“Our objective should be a decreas­ 
ed tenantry. 
With the period of oc­ 
cupancy uncertain, the renter strips 
land of its fertile elements, and each 
year diminishes our national assets. ! 
Under the operation of the federal re­ 
serve and the farm loan aets, encour- i 
agernent has com«; to thousands who 
find that Industry, character and in- | 
telligence are u golden security to the j 
people’s banker, tlie government of 
the United States. 
Multiply our home 
owners, and you will make the way of 
the seditious agitator more difficult. 


Railroad» and Waterway*. 
“Any discussion of the question of 
food supply leads very quickly to the 
closely related m atter of transporta­ 
tion. 
T here is no one thing which 
brings us so Interm ittently to critical 
conditions than the insufficiency of our 
transportation 
facilities. 
Both 
the 
railroads and the public are to blame. 
There lias been tio material addition 
to the total mileage In the last ten 
years, and tfie increase in terminals 
lias been much l«*ss tiian required. At 
the beginning of the war the rolling 
stock was sadly reduced and inade­ 
quate. 
The public had not given in 
pay for service sufficient revenues on 
which credit could be allowed by the 
banks.

stress, a satisfactory outlet for dur 
Industries.

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SMALL FARMING IN 
SOUTHEAST MISSOURI 


Southeast Missouri—Swampeast, as 
it was known before some .1000 miles 
of drainage ditches were dug—does 
not noticeably run to small 
farms. 
Cape Girardeau, Stoddard and Butler 
counties are rather an exception 
to 
this statement, however, for in these 
the overgrown farm is not the rule 
and there are many smaller ones along 
with those of medium size. 
But 
in 
other counties—in 
Scott, 
Dunklin, 
Pemiscot. New Madrid and Mississip­ 
pi, for example 
farms of five, ten and 
even more thousand 
acres are 
no 
novelty. 
When you ask a man down there 
how much land he operates he is like­ 
ly to scratch his head, pull out 
a 
pencil and paper and figure a hit be­ 
fore answering your question. 
The 
small farms seem mostly tracts of .*»00 
to 1000 acres 
anyhow, such is quite 
the usual thing. 
It is not my purpose in this article 
to go into the why of this situation. 
Mainly it is a result of the swift de­ 
velopment of 
cheap 
and 
well-nigh 
worthless lands to a point where they 
produce bountifully. 
Speculation, big 
farms, tenntry, millionaire 
farmers 
grow out of a thing like, that., for 
they are its logical results and not 
the fruit of abandoned human depra­ 
vity. 
The big holdings on the 
eld 
farmed land, like the Sikeston and 
Dunklin ridges, are the accretions of 
the years to families that came early 
and grew up on the soil. 
For 
the 
present, tenants are doing well 
and 
landlords are prosperous and looking 
hopefully forward 
some 
of them 
to cashing in on that unearned incre­ 
ment stuff that the Single Taxers rave 
so about. 
I.et it be said that a gooo 
many are entitled to reward, for they 
and their sires made trails that are 
now roads, and built the first cabins 
where now are schools and churches. 
And there we shall let that angle of 
the matter rest, with the single ob­ 
servation that it has not been a situa- 
ion conducive to small farming. 
I went down to Southeast Missouri 
11» learn how the small farmers were 
getting on. 
My first stop was at Ad­ 
vance, which is a place about the size 
of a country town, in Stoddard Coun­ 
ty. This county, along with 
Scott, is 
on the dividing line, in Missouri, be­ 
tween Northern and 
Southern agri­ 
culture. 
A little coton is grown in 
both, but the main crops 
are corn, 
wheat, clover and alfalfa. 
The soil 
of both is mostly a sandy loam, in 
low-ridge formation. There is a good 
bit of drainage land in both counties, 
but the ridge land comprises the larg­ 
er area. 
The first man I met was A. D. Bol­ 
linger, a banker in Advance. 
“Small farm ers? 
Men who have 
made their own way and are counted 
sucessful? 
Sure, we’ve got ’em.” he 
said. 
“ L e t’s see ,” and he gave a hitch 
t«» his overall suspenders and thought* 


j fully applied a well-browned hand to ¡credit. 
And I didn't do it then un- 
la chin of the same rich hue. 
|!ess the way out looker! pretty clear.”

South of Stoddard County 
round 
Kennett, in Dunklin County*, there is 
a considerable 
sprinkling 
of good 
farms, and \V. L. Cary owns one, com­ 
prising 185 acres, that sizes up as a 
pleasant addition to the landscape. 
“ I came here 
twenty 
years 
ag o 
without a nickel,” he told me, “and 
went to work picking cotton. 
Next 
year I share-cropped and from that I 
graduated to renting. 
It’s an uphill 
road to farm ownership, but we don’t 
owe more than $4600 and our livestock 
and notes payable would easily tigun 
up to that amount.

II»* says that 
they add a third to the value of 
the 
crop without 
diminishing 
the corn 
ield, besides keeping the land tuned 
up and fit. 
“ Do you think you could start over 
again and buy your farm as ifll prices 
re running now?" I asked him. 
"I’d rather undertake it than to go 
back to the days of cheap land,” he 
said. 
“ I worked for seventy-five cents 
a day then, and hogs sold for four 
four and five cents a pound.” 
An average saving of $400(1 a year 
from a 157-acre farm near Senath, 
also in Dunklin County, is the tidy 
sum that David W. Owen told me he 
made. 
Beginning as a renter, buying 
his first forty acres seventeen 
years 
ago Mr. Owen is not now “«win’ ” a 
thing on as pleasant a patch of rural 
scenery as you might wish to see. 
He farms eighty acres of his land 
himself. 
To a Northern farmer, let­ 
ting out any part of a 157-acre farm 
may sound funny, but cotton is a lug 
rop here anil one that absorbs human 
labor as a sponge does water. 
Cowpeas or soy bean- are planted 
with every acre of corn 
between the 
rows when the corn i.- laid by if it has 
1k*cii planted in March or early April, 
right along with the corn if it is plnt- 
ed later. 
Whippoorwill peas are pre­ 
ferred for the reason that they make 
less vine and more seed. 
A Spiritual Tonic 
I usually feed out seventy-five to a 
hundred hogs,” Mr. Owen said, “most­ 
ly shotes. 
I raise a few pigs, hut buy 
most of them and put them in the 
>eas the last of August. 
They clean 
up the down corn, too and make splen- 
lid gains. 
Hogs will gain taster in 
a pea field than on anything else I’ve 
ver tried. 
Thin, growthy shotes will 
»ften put on 200 pounds by Christmas. 
This is the only way I’ve ever found 
to make money on hogs. 
Beans make 
the hardest flesh, but, of course, gains 
are not so rapid because they are fed 
in colder Weather. 
“There’s no money in hogs righ 
now,” he said, when I was leaving, 
‘but that’s the way 
farming 
goes. 
Sometimes one thing pays, sometimes 
another. 
The best method is to pro­ 
duce as many things as you eronomi- 
ally can. 
Then you seldom have a 
complete loss.” 
Burhl L. Robertson, who lives sev- 
ral miles outside of Hornersville in 
Dunklin County, has a 120- acre farm 
aliout eighty-five per cent paid off. 
I 
got the story of its owner’s hard luck 
from another man, hut Mr. Robertson 
admitted its truth and I offer it to 
you as a bit of spiritual tonic for 
your next gloomy day. 
To begin with, he went in heavy 
on cotton hack in 1014. 
Mr. Robert­ 
son had only eighty acres of land then, 
but he had rented eighty acres more 
at $9.50 an acre and had put in 130 
acres of cotton. 
It made a pretty 
good crop—round 1200 pounds of seed 
cotton to the acre. 
But when sold 
the crop brought an average of about 
$1.75 a hundred in the seed. 
Figuring 
all the costs he was just about able to 
pay his rent. 
Next year, early in the season, his 
barn burned. 
He built a new one and 
had just got his hay into it when that 
one burned, along with several hun­ 
dred bushels of corn and some live­ 
stock. 
Not a cent of insurance. Then 
in 1918, he got the smallpox. 
No one 
could come on his farm to work, 
so 
practically no crop was raised. 
“Certainly I felt like quitting” he 
answered to my question. 
“ But when 
a man gets started the best way out 
is generally straight ahead.” 
A couple of miles out of Caruthors- 
ville I found Henry W. Cain. 
He is 
a slim, brown, earnest-looking, young­ 
ish man who has a hundred acres of 
land, rents 160 acres in addition, and 
raises cotton corn, alfalfa and hogs 
“Our cotton and alfalfa land nets an 
average of fifty dollars an acre,” he 
told me. “Corn doesn’t do so well, for 
we feed it all out, and you know what 
hogs are selling for. 
“Alfalfa is a wonderful crop. 
We 
usually get two or three euttings here 
the first year it is sown, averaging a 
ton to the cutting. 
Kstablished stands 
yield five cutings a season 
sometimes 
six—amounting to a- many tons. 
I 
never sow it with a nurse crop, hut 
alone in th«* spring, generally on land 
that was in cotton the year before. 
Such land is clean.” 
A Liking For the Job.

acres near Gordonville, in Cape G irar­ 
deau County. Mr. Schweer says a hun­ 
dred acres is enough land for one man 
to farm and do a good job of it. 
“I’m going to get more of mine into 
grass.” he told me. 
“ Eighty acres of 
it is ridge land and that’s all going 
into pasture. 
The rest is creek bot­ 
tom. 
I'm seeding down with a mix­ 
ture of redtop, timothy and red clov­ 
er, sown in February, on wheat or 
ots. 
Redtop makes fine pasture, es­ 
pecially with 
clover. 
It stands diy 
weather lietter than any other grass 
I ever saw. 
Then I’m going to keep 
more stock. I can handle my place that 
way without hiring much help. 
“ Even if a pure-bred didn’t make 
more gains to the hundred pounds of 
feed, which it does make, it certainly 
looks and sells better than a scrub,” 
he said. 
"Take the case of one sow 1 
bought. 
She was registered and cost 
me a hundred dollars at six months. I 
bred her and she farrowed eleven pigs, 
raising ten of them. 
At ten weeks 
old the pigs sold for twenty dollars 
each—twice as much altogether as the 
sow cost me. 
And I was offered— 
well a lot more for her than I paid.” 
When I asked him how much 
he 
earned in a year he laughed and suid: 
“Oh, we live pretty well—not fine, 
hut good. 
And sometimes we have a 
Httje left. 
And if our plans don’t turn 
out to be air castles, we’ll have 
a 
regular, modern house with a stucco 
finish before long. Isn’t that enough?” 
With contentment, with a reul lik­ 
ing for the job, most anyone will say 
it is. 
And that comes as near as one 
sentence can to measuring up the big­ 
gest thing that the folk’s I’ve been 
writing about have achieved.—William 
Johnson, in Country Gentleman.
